Washington, August 20,—The Chinese govern- 


ment, through Earl Li Hung Chang, made applica- 
tion to the United States today for the appointment 
of Minister Conger or some other American official 
with authority to open negotations for the establish- 
ment of peace and and for fixing a definite time for 
the settlement of the present troubles. The appli- 
cation was made to the Chinese minister, who pre- . 
sented it to the state department this morning. The - 
application expresses willingness to conduct the ne- 
gotations at any point desired by the powers. It is 
expected this will be Pekin or Tien Tsin. Similar 
applications have been made to the other powers in- 
terested, 


Earl Li's suggestion of Conger as the American 


commissioner is based on the idea that as Conger 
has been rescued he now has opportunity to proceed 
to that point where the negotiations would be held 
held and conduct them. 


The application does not suggest any particular 


terms, doeb not ask for the withdrawal of troops, but 
request that the negotations be for the purpose of 
bringing about the 9essation of hostilities, 


Berlin, Aug. 20—The foreign office has received

Chefoo saying that the dowger empress is believed 
to be still inside the imperial palace at Pekin. The 
allies are still bombarding the fortifications. 


"Washington, Aug. 20—Another im-portant development of today besides 


the request of China for a peace c'onfer ence is that two influential viceroys 
of Chin'a have made application to the powers, including it is believed, the 
United States, that n'o disrespect be shown the emperor and empress do-wager 


of China. 


It is understood the government is informad that at least 'one of the con- 


tinbntal powers is prepared to answer that there will be no personal indignity 
or disrespect to their majesties. 


The condition inside Pekin was made more clear today by a despatch from 


Remey, giving authentic reports from one of his staff officers, Lieutenant Lat 
imer, as to the situation! on the 15th. Itspoke of troops moving on the imperial 
city and clearing out the Tartar city. This latter city contains the Tartar 
arsenal and is headquarters for the vicious Tartar troops. 


It is said the war department repots of continued fighting in Pekin) indi- 


cate that the allied forces found a state of anarchy in the city with many dis- 
orderly people and no method control ing them. This especially would oe the 
case if the reported flight of the empress dowager and emperor were true. 
Consequently it has been found necessary for troops to restore order in the 
city and carry out the instructions under which our forces are acting. 


An authentic report from Pekin August 15 from Lieutenant Latimer says 


the troops were moving on the imperial city, and clearing out the Tartar city. 
All the Americans who remained in Pekin are well except one child. Cap-, 
tain Myers has recovered from his wound and has typhoid fever.

Empress Dowager Believed to Be Detained in the Gity, Russians 


Have Conquered Eight Bank of Amur, Desperate 


Struggle Expected All Over the Empire

Minister Wu said there was no Chinese

thought, a Japanese name, but, per- 
sonally, he knew of no such person. 


At the Japanese legation the dispatch 


of Admiral Remey was read with deep- 
est Interest. 
There, too, it was said 


that Yungedo was not a Chinese name. 
No Japanese official of that name was 
known to the legation attaches. Their 
solution of the question, raised by the 
dispatch, wae that the name should be 
Yung Lu. 
He Is the 
commander-in- 


ohief of the imperial Chinese troops, and 
is said to have strong pro-foreign in- 
clinations and sympathies.

jecture was offered as to the reason for 
the detention of the dowager empress 
by him. 


Among Washington officials It Is re- 


garded as hardly likely that the empress 
dowager is being detained by any Chi- 
nese official. 
If she bo In Pekin at this 


time she is there, probably, of her own 
accord. 
The assertion of Minister Wu, 


based upon official advices from his gov- 
ernment, however, Is most positive that 
she is not in the city of Pekin. 


While no surprise was evinced at the

COURSE OF NATIONS WHOSE 


INTERESTS ARE AFFECTED 


Washington, Aug. 20.—Now that tha 


primary object for which the allied 
armies marched upon Pekin, viz., the 
rescue of the besisged legationers, has 
been accomplished, the drift of diacus- 
Bion in official andi diplomatic circles re- 
verts to the next step to be taiken. 
Necessarily many of the predictions an 
to what this will be are purely con- 
jectural, as it is realized that complete 
*nd definite information regarding the 
rendition of affairs In Pekin must be 
awaited before any positive action can 
be taken by the governments whose In- 
terests have suffered as an. result of the 
Chinese troubles. 


The presumption here Is that the next 


move made will be an agreement for an 
armistice. This may be undertaken by 
the commanders of the Chinese army 
and those of the allies on the spot, where 
the fighting, according to the latest re- 
ports from Pekin, appears- to be still in 
progress. This accomplished, the ques- 
tion of the withdrawal of the 
foreign 


armies, the payment of indemnities an<2 
many other problems may be left to 
commissions duly appointed to adjudi- 
cate them. Li Hung Chang has already 
been appointed a plenipotentiary by his 
government to negotiate terms of peace, 
and in this capacity he made an inef- 
fectual attempt to stop the progress of 
the allies in their march to Pekin. 
Whether Earl LI will be continued in 
that capacity by the imperial govern- 
ment is not known here, but such seems 
altogether probable, as with his well- 
known ability and his acquaintance with 
the world he would be able to make pos- 
sibly better terms than any other China- 
man.

The sole interest of the 
United States up to this time has been 
the rescue of the legatloners, which is 
now an accomplished1 fact. Informal 
discussiojp has taken place between the 
president and hia cabln-et as to wha t this 
government will do to secure reparation 
for losses, but the conclusions reached 
are purely tentative and in no sense defi- 
nite,

Under all of the trying incidents 
of the trial he had mtntained' a change- 
less expression. The verdict of guilty, 
however, apparently etaggered him. 


There was no sort of demonstration 


following the verdict and the vast crowd 
filed out of the courthouse almoat in 
silence.

AT THE SAME TIME.

, In 18S7 Helena; Mon., was overrun by 
• shoal ot sure thins gamblers. Prior to 
that time gambling had been licensed, 
aud there had been fair play. Not ouly 
•were sure thing games running m muuy 
gambling houses, but along the sidewalks 
of Main street for beveral blocks games 
cf all kinds were iu lull blast. In one 
p.-imbliug house a short faro game had 
been started and attracted a great deal 
ft attention. 


It was run by a couple of Frenchmen. 


In playins short faro the dealer uses, a 
dealing bos somewhat similar to the 
regulation faro box, the difference being 
that the sides and ends and top are put 
away until there remains ouly the frame 
of box, exposing the curds from every di- 
Eection, with just enough of a frame to 
hold them in place compactly. In short 


• faro the cards are placed iu a box bucks 


upward instead of face upward, as in 
regular ftiro. There are no cards pasted 


< on the table upon which to place bets. 
/In the middle of the table is a glittering 
'heap of gold and silver money, with 
greenbacks of all denominations lying 
carelessly around. 


» 
The dealer having careful!)" shuffled 


the cards places them in the box bucks 
upward. Tie then slowly and with many 
flourishes deals out sis cards, placing 
them face downward in a semicircle on 
,the table. 
He then invites bets. 
A 


« player can bet on any one of the sis 


card;? lying face down upon the table, 
'.and as many as care to do BO can play. 


When all bets have been made, the 


'•dealer pulls from the box the seventh 
rard and turns it face upward. Then he 
turns up each of the sis cards upon 
n-hifh he bad invited bets. If the deal- 
er's card is higher than the bettor's card, 
the bank wins. If the bettor's card is 
higher than the one turned by the dealer, 
the bettor wins. If, however, there is a 
tio--i. e., the dealer turns the same card 
•that the bettor had placed his money on— 
the bank wins. But in such a case the 
player has the option of losing his money. 
or he can have another chance the next 
|hand around if he will double his bet. 
'This process can be continued as long 
as the bettor is willing to double his 
stakes. If he wins, he gets paid in full; 
if h£ loses, the ban'; gets all. 


It is this option of doubling a bet to 


save a loss that fascinates players of 
ishort faro. Of course, professional gam- 
Iblers did not play short faro, because it 
was kpown as a crooked game. 
The 


dealer, in placing the first six cards upon 
the table, does it with many flourishes 
and in such a way as to enable a player 
to see just what each card is before it 
lies face down upon the table. If the 
game was to be played on the square, the 
odds would be against the bank 6 to 1. 
But it is played with fixed cards, and the 
dealer is able to hold in the bos and on 
the top of the deck all of the high cards, 
BO that he can at any time beat or tie 
a player who seems to have money. Cap- 
pers are always used, and when a stran- 
ger appears they play and win large 
sums, which they turn in afterward. 
When a man is playing high, doubling his 
bet each time, it is possible for a man 
making small bets on other cards to win 
with ease. The high player may be on 
a comparatively low card, and the dealer, 
in order to tie him aad make him double 
his stakes, will have to turn the same 
card, so that all the small player has to 
do is to watch for an ace or a king, place 
his bet upon it and pick up his money 
each time the cards are turned. 
It was while playing at this game that 


Dave King lost his life in June, 1887. 
King bad been living in the mining camps 
of Harysville and Wickes for a couple of 
years. He was one of the best gamblers 
in 'the west He looked, however, like a 
typical miner as, wearing a soft, gray 
bat, bhie flannel shirt, trousers tucked 
in his boots, he strolled in where this 
ehort faro game was being played. He 
was spotted at once, and the cappers be- 
gan to play for big stakes. After watch- 
ing the game for a. few minutes King be- 
gan to play, placing $1 bills rolled into a 
ball on the cards. He won almost every 
time and always called for his pay in 
bills. Now, however, another player at 
the opposite end of the table had begun 
to double his stakes, and the dealer was 
giving his attention to the high bettor. 
Kjflg didn't get eieited, but continued 
to make an occasional bet, always with 
& $1 bill rolled into a wad. The dealer 
in paying would pick up a §1 bill and 
pass it across to King. This had been 
going on for perhaps half an hour when 
the dealer again tossed a $1 bill to King 
in payment, as th«" dealer thought of a 
l$l bet 
1 "Come again," said King to the dealer. 
["JLook a.1 that bet" 
I The dealer, a alight bcilt black eyed, 
•nervous Frenchman, leaned over and un- 
lolled King's bet. As he did BO he saw 
that he had been tricked. A crisp, yel- 
'low 31,000 note rolled out of the dirty 
§1 bill King had won $1,001. The deal- 
er w.as white with rage. There was no 
limit to the game, and King had won 
fairly. The dealer, instead of paying the 
'fret, leaned back in hia chair, reached hia 
band under the table and sprang forward 
and over the tatile. In his right hand 
gleamed a long stiletto. In an instant 
he had buried it in King's neck, palled it 
'out and buried it again. 


I The place was in an uproar in an In- 
etant. The visitors broke for the door, 
and the cappers and bouncers pulled their 
guna and jumped upon King. He waa 
(harmless, however, for the Frenchman's 
aim had been true. He bad killed King 
[With the first stab. 
i There was a great to do about this 
Wime. The Frenchman managed to get 
cut cf town and was never caught, and it 
Vas given out by the owners of the gam- 
bling house that King had been killed in 
a row of his own making. But the short 
faro game was closed and never reopen- 
ed. Shortly afterward an antigambling 
'law was passed in Montana, and all 
j»'irore thing" games were closed.— Ohica-

The pole of an express wagon made a 


•wreck of the side of a car, and one of 
the wheels of the wagon broke, and an- 
other truck hauled it ofi to the junk 
shop.

It seemed almost too good to bo true, 
and be could scarcely realize that his 
opportunity had come at lust, and that 
that \vbioh ho Imd longed for all his 
life bud happened in his old ago. 


It wiis really ouly a trifling incident, 


tbo indisposition of tho great soloist 
and the substitution of Hartzell, btit to 
the broken down little man it seemed 
the entering wedge of future fame, and 
the melody he was playing that after- 
noon thrilled with triumphant promise. 


His life hau beun almost pathetic in 


its uueventfnlness, inurked by only one 
distinguishing characteristic, his love 
for music. Ever since the first remem- 
bered days, when he stood shivering on 
the street corners and played uncompre- 
bendingly to an uncomprehending audi- 
ence, his violin had been his only real 
friend, listening to him, speaking to 
him, in sympathy with him always. 


Among men he had been a failure, 


his abstraction of mind, together with 
an extreme diflideuce, rendering him 
unfit both to follow and to lead. With- 
in himself he might lay plans for vigor- 
ous action, for forcing the world to rec- 
ognize the genius which he knew was 
bis, but when the time for action came 
he always shrank and waited until it 
was too late. 


And EO tho dreams of his young days 


bad never materialized, and he was still 
almost where he had begun, an uniden- 
tifiable part of that great whole, the 
grand orchestra, of the Hyperion. 


Never at ease in the company of oth- 


ers, he hud drawn further and further 
away from his follow men, finding his 
only comradeship and the clearest ex- 
pression of his thoughts in the clinging 
sweep of the bow upon the strings. He 
fell into tho habit of putting all his 
doubts and hopes into the music which 
he played to himself, and it seemed as 
though the violin understood and an- 
swered him. 


It came to pass that he rarely spoke 


in any other way, but went through his 
work silently, unheeding the presence 
of others, uuanswering their words. His 
fellows in the orchestra called him cra- 
zy and made him the butt for many 
pleasantries of a personal nature. The 
conductor alone recognized the absolute 
certainty of time and strength and pur- 
ity of tone which the little old man 
evoked, and when some one must be 
found to take the solo part in the great 
orchestration Hartzell was chosen. 


"We'll give you a chance," the fa- 


mous musician had said. "Remember 
your time aud don't hurry, and I am 
sure you will get through all right," 
aoad Hartzell had dumbly bowed his 
thanks and gone home in a condition of 
dreamy exaltation to tell the glad news 
over and over again to the only friend 
\yhose sympathy ho cared for. 


The distant peul UL the tower clock 


roused him at last, and he hastened 
through his simple toilet and went out 
into the cold, drizzling rain of the au- 
tumn night. The streets were crowded 
•with people on their way to the various 
places of amusement, and be was jostled 
this way and that like a frail skiff 
among larger craft, but he noticed noth- 
ing, for in the glory of hope he was aa 
one marching in the procession of hia 
own triumpb. 


In the dim orchestra room under the 


stage Hartzell received his final instruc- 
tions from the leader, and then, mount- 
iug the dusty stairway, found a quiet 
corner in the wings and sat down to 
wait his turn, hogging the violin to big 
breast. 


From the auditorium came the faint 


burr of many voices, mingled with a 
subdued rustling as the late arrivals 
settled themselves in comfortable an- 
ticipation. Suddenly there was a hush, 
and the melody of the grand overture 
burst forth in all its swinging, swaying 
rhythm. Hartzell listened intently. He 
had never before been upon the stage 
during a performance, and the xnusio 
sounded strangely in his ears. He start- 
ed apprehensively at the rattlo of ap- 
plause which followed hard upon the 
closing strains of the overture, and a 
wave of nervousness swept over him as 
he realized that he must face so many 
people. He was conscious of a wish that 
his trial caine later in the programme 
instead of being the third number. 


The prima donna stepped forth from 


cne of the brightly lighted dressing 
rooms and nodded smilingly to Hartzell 
as she passed. Ha envied her the confi- 
dence which she showed so plainly. A 
few moments later her glorious voice 
rang out as steady and clear as the 
chiming of a bell, but to him it was 
only as tho running of the sand in an 
hour glass, for when it ceased he must 
take his stand on the brilliantly illu- 
minated stage, before the gaze of 1,000 
eyes. His heart began to beat wildly 
against his breast, and he found himself 
tremblingly shrinking from the moment 
to which he had looked forward BO con- 
ifldontly. Vague thoughts of possible 
flight flashed through his brain, but he 
realized that it was too late, and vainly 
tried to steady his nerves for the ordeal. 


Again and again the applause rose 


and fell as the last notes of the wonder- 
ful contralto died awoy, and the solo- 
ist had to bow her acknowledgment re- 
peatedly; then there came a pause, 
which to Hartzell seemed to last for 
hours. At length the orchestra played 
the introduction to his number,"and"he 
started to bis feet convulsively and step- 
ped out into the glaro of the footlights. 


Tho audience saw an undersized, gray 


haired man, whoso clean ahaven face 
was almost childish in expression as he 
stood thero, nervously waiting. Hart- 
zoll HOW a shimmering, changing bins, 
from 
which half 
indistinguishable 


forms started out for a moment, and 
then faded away like phantoms in a 
gleaming mist, only to reappear again 
in different shape. A noise liko the 
shouting of au angry mob 'sounded in 
bis ears, and ho reeled aud took a step 


hie httud to bis fore- 


involuntarily. At last he caught 


the eye of tho conductor, who nodded 
encouragement,-and he raised hia violin 
mechanically and made ready to play. 


The smoothly flowing accompaniment 


began, but Hartzoll stood at first mo- 
tionless, hia heart held in tho grasp of 
u deathlike fear. He could recall no 
note of the air which he knew so well. 
His memory, confused by fright, was at 
a standstill and would not respond to 
his desperate entreaty. Like one in a 
trance, he saw the conductor give the 
signal which was fatal to him and his 
hopes. The accompaniment stopped ab- 
ruptly, and he felt the wondering hush 
which came over tho great audience.* 


In his disappointment and hopeless- 


ness he could have cried aloud. This 
WOB tho moment for which he had wait- 
ed so many cruel, long years. This was 
his triumph! Tho tears crept down his 
withered cheeks and his lips moved 
tremulously. He niude no attempt to 
leave tho stage, but stood with bowed 
head, whilo the hopes and dreams of 
his wasted life passed in review before 
him and crumbled away in the light of 
the consciousness that he had been 
found wanting. 


But all this while, unbeknown to 


himself, he had been drawing the bow 
acro.sa the strings instinctively, unheed- 
ingly, in unwitting disregard of his 
surroundings. The accustomed, caress- 
ing touch of the violin seemed to an- 
swer his vuguo longing for expression. 


After awhile bo noticed dimly that 


the members of tbo orchestra were bend- 
ing toward him -with curious intcntiiess, 
and that there was a breathless stillness 
throughout tho house. Ho did not know 
or care what was the reason, for he 
waa lost in tho distant laud of memory, 
draping the brightness of every recol- 
lection with the black of present hope- 
lessness; marking the vainness of every 
hope and the futility of every sacrifice. 
The 
thoughts which were flashing 


through his mind found an added bitter- 
ness in the consciousness that all might 
have been so different if his courage 
bad not1 failed him; if he could have 
shown to tbe world what he knew to be 
his real power. Was t?aere yet time? If 
be could only have another trial—one 
little opportunity—perhaps be could re- 
deem this mistake. Hewassare that he 
could. Was it too late—altogether too 
late?

He came to himself with a start and 


looked about him appealingly, mutely 
asking forgiveness and sympathy from 
some unknown source, then half stum- i 
bling turned to leave the stage.

A murmur followed him, fast grow- 


ing into a roar. The house seemed to 
tremble and rock again and again in a 
hurricane of cheering. Ho heard his 
name called by many voices and faced 
about in utter bewilderment, his veins 
tingling strangely. He saw a wildly 
tossing sea of faces. The audience had 
risen to its feet and was crying out to 
him—to him! The orchestra, too, was 
applauding madly, forgetful of disci- 
pline, and the conductor was smiling at 
him with shining eyes. • What did it all 
mean? Ebr a moment he stood dazed 
and uncomprehending, then suddenly 
he knew the truth. Unconsciously he 
had been playing the thoughts which 
were in his mind, and the sobbing, vi- 
brating notes of ths violin had told his 
etory to every human heart in the vast 
theater.—Leland Ingersoll in Looker 
On.

He told me I must 
treat him like a uunian being!—Harper's 


Tlie Story They Tell of the Very 


Lively Half Hour or So Tbut Murk- 


i ed tke Blrrt Viitit of Buffalo Bill to 


tlie Little Town of Connor, lCu.ii. 
The little town of Connor, Kan., now 


known as Wolcott has many traditions 
which the change of name cannot wipe 
out. One is that of tlie visit of Colonel 
William F. Cody, "Buffalo Bill." Any 
winter day when there is a crowd in the 
country store a stranger who has uot 
heard of it may learn the story by a sim- 
ple question. Ono of the old timers will 
give it iu about thi.s language: 


"It wuz in the early days when I wuz

It May Be Necessary to Keep Up ' 


Tongue Traction For Three Hours 
to Hlevlve tlie Spark of Latent lilfo 
That Still Exist* In tbe Victim, 


It is diflieult to form a correct idea of 


the persistence of latent life in the case 
of the asphyxiated. It is popularly be- 
lieved that if tbo subject cannot be 
brought buck to life after ten minutes' 
application of the usual methods all fur- 
ther efforts are useless. Tbat is a most 
unfortunate error, and- it shouiJ be 
guarded against. It is an ignorant preju- 
dice that has sent rnuny people to their 
graves who might have beim saved .by 
the exercise of a little patience. 


Some years ago a coast gusud natnod 


Agnel was on diity at a point called 
1'Anse du Prophete, on the southern 
coast of France. lie heard cries of dis- 
tress. A cabin boy of one of tbe vessels 
at anchor was drowning. The master of 
the craft plunged into the water to save 
the boy. The effort was too much for 
him. 
He became exhausted, and both. 


were about to sink when the coast guard 
came to their assistance. With difficulty 
he managed to bring the man ashore, but 
the boy disappeared under the water. 
Agnel swam out again to the place where 
the boy sank and after repeated dives at 
last succeeded in bringing the little fel- 
low to the surface. The boy had been 
under the water for more than ten min- 
utes. He gave no sign of life. 
Respira- 


tion was suspended completely. But Ag- 
nel, remembering the instructions in the 
circular given by Dr. Laborde of the 
Academy of Medicine, tried regular trac- 
tions, of the tongue and continued them 
for three hours. His praise-worthy perse- 
verance was crowned with success. Res- 
piration was at last re-established, and 
the boy recovered. The c'.ise is mention- 
ed in the official report of M. Vautier,' 
chief of the cuttoms service of Marseilles, 
to the directeur generale. 


Until 1898 no physiologist and no med- 


ical man would dare to assert that in 
such, a case latent life could subsist for 
hours. But three hours does not mark 
the extreme limit. As a matter of fact, 
we do not yet know the length of time 
that separates apparent death from real 
death. It varies according to the sub- 
jects. But nevertheless it is certain that 
the survie, or latent life, always exists in 
the case of a subject whose organs are 
sound. Exterior or apparent death re- 
vealed by the suspension of the function- 
al manifestations, especially by the sup- 
pression of the cardio-respiratory func- 
tion, is not the final and real death. 
"While the organism ceases to live on the 
surface," says Dr. Laborde of the acade- 
my, "it lives inside." That is to say, iifa 
continues in a latent state by the persist- 
ence of the functional properties of the 
organic elements and tissues. The sensi- 
tive properties are the first to disappear, 
then follow the motor-nerve functions 
and finally muscular contractility. Com- 
plete death demands time. 


In short, the general mechanism may 


be stopped by the cessation of a primor- 
dial function, like that of respiration, but 
if the organs are not injured they can be 
started again and be made to resume 
their normal action. "\Vhile latent life ex- 
ists one should never despair of saving a 
drowned or asphyxiated person. 
The 


most indispensable function to arouse is 
that of respiration, the primordial func- 
tion of life. It is necessary to excite the 
respiratory reflex, which, according to 
Dr. Laborde, possesses extraordinary 
vital power and endurance. 


Xow, what is the duration of the latent 


life of the respiratory reflex? The above 
mentioned case shovrs that it can last for 
three hours. Dr. Laborde reports a length 
of from two to three hours in his experi- 
ments on dogs. He selected in one case a 
strong bull terrier and chloroformed the 
animal until respiration was completely 
stopped. The dog was apparently dead. 
Fifteen minutes' traction revived him. 
Then the experiment with chloroform 
was renewed and continued until all the 
evidence of complete asphyxia was estab- 
lished. 
The tractions were begun five 


minutes later. The dog was called Laza- 
rus, a singularly appropriate name. This 
time he appeared to be sure enough dea3. 
After two hours of tractions he gave no 
sign of life. Dr. Laborde gave the case 
up, but an employee of the laboratory 
named Leon Jandon who was very fond 
of poor Lazarus continued the tractions. 
He noticed that the tongue began to red- 
den, which is the sure sign of the return 
of the first respiratory movements. Aft- 
er 2% hours of tractions a respiratory 
hiccough, was established, followed by 
gasps, and at last regular breatning be- 
gan. Lazarus opened his eyes and looked 
around in astonishment. 
He recovered 


completely. 


It may be asserted with confidence that 


the respiratory reflex subsists, ready to 
go into action again, for at least three 
hours after the condition of apparent 
death. That is an important fact which 
should not be forgotten. Some people 
may be astonished at the idea of lingual 
tractions continued for three hours. Suck 
treatment requires great patience. Dr. 
Laborde uses, instead of his fingers and 
a piece of linen, a machine which grips j 
the tongue and makes 20 tractions a \ 
minute. 


This important method discovered by 


M. Lcborde for reviving subjects appar- 
ently dead has also the advantage of 
being able to establish real death with ] 
absolute certainty. Death, is clearly prov- 
ed when the respiratory reflex is abol- 
ished after five or sis hours. 


Formerly all hope of saving a drowned 


person was given up when, after half an 
hour, all the ordinary old means of resto- 
ration were exhausted. But now when a 
bather is taken out of the water appar- 
ently dead, or a fireman is asphyxiated 
by mephitic gas, regular tongue tractions 
must be resorted to, not for half an hour 
only, but for hours, and in most cases the 
unfortunate victims will be restored. To 
save a life is the noblest action that one 
ran Dartorm.—Conrrier des Etats Unis.

A hotel on the summit of Greylock 


tnountain his been a topic of specula- 
tion for so long1 that to many it has come 
to seem a purely visionary suggestion 
Pleasing to contemplate it was, but 
Impossible of accomplishment till gome 
benevolent person, more enthusiastic 
than, wise, should decide to confer a 
benefit ore generations to follow, much 
fas men build libraries for their native 
towns. The need of it has never been 
(questioned. 
Every person who has 


lever been to the Bunuult has come 
Idown a committee of one to deolore 
the lack of fitting accommodation for 
jnan and beast. But so far, nobody 
fcas made of himself a committee to 
{consider the practical possibility of 
pecurlng the hotel. 


It is such a. sober look at the prac- 


tical possibilities In the case which is 
needed. And never was it more need- 
|bd than at the present time. Tho tak- 
ing of the summit by the state for a 


public reservation has brought it into 
public mind more prcwninentlythaji ever 
before, as one of the great natural fea- 
tures of interest in the commonwealth. 
This interest is shown in the number 
who are making the ascent, and in 
the building! of roads w&ich will make 
the summit still more accessible from 
all parts of the county. 


The one thine lackin* to allow the 


mountain to become tne undlsouted 
center of Interest foi- «*Ummer travel 
in Berkshire county is a suitable hotel 
on the summit. Greylock is the great 
natural resource of Berkshire, but 
Berkshire has allowed it to remain an 
undeveloped resource. 


The apparent apathy with which 


this need has be>en regarded has been 
caused by the feeling referred to that 
it 
was a 
visionary project until 


"somebody else did it." But there is 
no need for this fceUns:. As a busi- 
ness proposition a hotel on the summit 
can be shown to be sound, based on 
the experience of those who have ac- 
cepted similar conditions on 
other 


mountains. All that is needed is s. 
practical application of the sentiment 
of every person who now visits the 
summit, with proper initiative. 


A Berkshire stock company, made 


up of men who have a local apprecia- 
tion of the need, and who would so 
into it as a psirt or tneir opportunity 
to add to the attractiveness of their 
county, could provide a hotel whose 
accomodations would be ample, and 
whose prosperity would be assured. 
The sum, of $10,000, it is estimated, 
would amply provide for the building 
and entire equipment. Not allowing 
the company to go outside of the 
county of which Greylock is the native 
pride there are 100 men in Berkshire 
who should be willing1 to take one share 
of $100 each. There are some men who

guests in summer. It

it so brief must be the visits to it be-

' The extreme difficulty enooimterec! by 
an enlisted man in the marine corps who 
•wants to get out of the service without 
deserting before his enlistment is up is 
well known. An enlisted man in the sea 
soldiers must have pretty influential 
frieuds with Washington connections in 
onler to do this, but there are exceptions. 
Here is the story of one of the excep- 
tions: 


He was an accomplished yovmg chap 


from New Orleans. He came to Wash- 
ington n number of years ago to take an 
examination for surgeon iu the regular 
army, but he got on a spree shortly after 
his arrival here, and when he came to 
the examinations they were all conclud- 
ed, and he was in that condition of finan- 
cial collapse known as flat broke. So he 
enlisted in the marine corps at the Wash- 
ington barracks of the sea soldiers' out- 
fit. He enlisted under the name of Dun- 
bar, 
a luune which he subsequently 


changed to his right one. He belonged 
to a prominent New Orleans family. The 
j-oung man had graduated with high hon- 
ors in medicine after taking hia A. B. 
nt the University of Virginia, and he was 
an all around finished proposition. 
His 


idea in enlisting in the marine corps was 
that he might have a chance to get an 
apothecary's billet in the navy. Now, a 
naval apothecary was at that time a 
chief potty officer in the navy proper, 
and nnval apothecaries are not created 
out of sea soldiers. They are shipped us 
apothecaries, and they have no connec- 
tion whatsoever with the marine corps. 
The young Louisianian didn't know this, 


j however, and so he "took on" as a buck 
1 private in the marines. He had hardly 


drawn his first government straight uni- 
form as a sea soldier before he found out 
that as a marine he had no show in 
life ever to become an apothecary—that 
he was dished to do marine's guard duty 
for the balance of his enlistment. 


The outlook seemed pretty gloomy to 


the young man from New Orleans, but 
he didn't lose his nerve. He calmly de- 
cided in his own mind that he'd become a 


] naval apothecary anyhow without desert- 


Ing, marine or no marine. He did some 
corresponding with some friends in New 
York, and he found out that a ship at 
that yard about to start on a Mediter- 
ranean cruise, needed an apothecary. So 
be sat down and wrote to the surgeon of 
that ship, applying for the billet, Inclos- 
ing credentials as to his ability, but with- 
out stating that he was already enlisted 
In the marine corps. If he had done that, 
the surgeon, appreciating the difficulty of 
getting an enlisted man out of the marine 
corps, wouldn't have paid any attention 
to his application. As it was, however, 
the surgeon answered the young I/ouisi- 
anian's application promptly, informing 
him that he'd probably do if. he could 
pass the physical examination and sug- 
gesting that he run over to the Brooklyn 
navy yard to be looked at and sized up. 
Running over to the Brooklyn navy yard 
sounded all right, but marines can't run 
anywherq without orders. 


"Well, I guess 111 just nail that apoth- 


ecaryship anyhow," said the young man 
to himself, and, rigging himself up in his 
bjest uniform, he called upon a marine 
officer who had taken a sort of interest 
in him and told him the case—how he had 
a chance to slip into the chief petty offi- 
cer's uniform of an apothecary; how, of 
course, he'd have to have his discharge 
as a marine in order to try for the billet, 
and so on. 


"Out 
of the question," said the tiarine 


officerv ."You can't got your discharge." 


The young man took the matter higher 


in the marine corps, but it wouldn't do. 
He was sat down upon and regarded as a 
pretty nervy chap to ask for his dis- 
charge from an outfit in which he had 
only served for a few weeks. 


''All right," mused the young man.

I'll go to the boss of the whole 


Works and see what he says." 


So he got himself up spick and epan 


again, asked for an afternoon's leave and 
walked down to the navy department. 
He had to walk because he hadn't drawn 
any pay yet. He was a pretty fine look- 
ing marine, but fine looking marines don't 
cut much of a figure in the corridors of 
the navy department. Even the colored 
messengers at tbf> doors grinned at him, 
and when he calmly announced that he 
wanted to have a little heart to heart 
talk with Mr. Whitney, who happened 
theo to be the secretary of the navy, he 
came near being shunted out of the build- 
ing. 
The messengers figured that he waa 


drunk and dangerous. However, he final- 
ly ran the gantlet of all the messengers 
«md all the private secretaries, stenogra- 
phers and door blockers who barired his 
way and found himself in the presence 
of Secretary of the Navy Whitney. The 
latter looked up at him curiously. It'is 
not often that a secretary of the navy is 
addressed by a buck private in the ma- 
rine corps. 


The young man in the marine's uni- 


lorm saluted the secretary and sat down 
,when he was courteously invited to do 
to. Then he up and told Mr. Whitney 
his little story. He had sort of bunkoed 
himself into the marine corps, he said, 
end he had a chance to do better for him- 
self. He was tied, however, by the fact 
that he was already an enlisted man. 
Could the secretary see his way clear to 
letting him have his discharge from the 
marines? 


"Give this man his discharge at once," 


the secretary wrote on a piece of paper, 
and the young Louisianian took it to the 
commandant of marines. It wasn't liked 
a little bit, tkat method of the young man 
trom New Orleans, because it looked like 
flcliherately jumping over too many high 
heads, but it went. It had to go. 


With his discharge in his pocket the 


Swing man walked into the barracks and 
packed up his things. He dug up the 
price of the ride to Brooklyn that same 
afternoon, and the next morning he ap- 
peared before the surgeon whose ship 
needed an apothecary. In just 24 hours 
from the time he had talked with Mr. 
Whitney he was walking the deck, a 
chipf petty officer, with the silver eagle 
of his rate o« hia arm, of a ship that was 
already coaling up for a charming voy- 
age on the- Mediterranean station.

TN AN APRICOT ORCHARD." 


HOTV the Fruit IB Gathered, Dried 


and Prepared For Market. 


As soon as an orchard of apricots cornea 


into bearing advertisements are inserted 
in the newspapers of adjoining towns for 
women and girls. Thousands of women 
leave their domestic duties, taking with 
them their families, to engag" actively in 
the sheds of the ranchers, cutting the 
fruit for drying after the men have col- 
lected it from the trees. 


Sometimes 500 people will be engaged 


upon a large orchard. Rules and regula- 
tions are laid down for their conduct. 
The women and girls sleep in the tents 
provided at a low rental by the manage- 
ment and either cook for themselves or 
board with what would be termed in rail- 
road circles a "boarding boss;" the men, 
not so many, occupy/tents in some other 
and distant part of the orchard. 
The 


sole requisite being the ability to pick and 
cut frnit an aggregation of humanity rep- 
resenting all classes of society, from the 
impecunious English family with culti- 
vated manners and aristocratic connec- 
tions to the nondescript who travels from 
town to town in search of employment, 
is collected together in industrious activ- 
ity for the revenue to be derived. 


Each woman has a small tray in front 


of her, and after cutting the fruit with 
a kntfe she lays it open on the tray, 
Each tray is furnished with a raised end, 
When five are filled, they are piled up, 
and the operator shouts "Tray!" where- 
upon an attendant approaches, punches 
a ticket with which she has been pre- 
viously furnished and takes the five trays 
to 1he sulphur house. 


Thy women are paid 10 cents a box, 


em,-L box containing GO pounds of fruit. 
All fruit has to be placed in the sulphur 
house fur --overal hours for thp purpose 
of bleaching it or causing it to retain its 
natural color, as well as to destroy all 
insect life that may remain, otherwise 
the sun would cause it to turn black. 
The trays are thjn carried out and placed 
upon the ground «!.-'.t>r the steady rays 
of the glorious, Calitu-.nia sun. Should 
clouds be lianging ovur the trays are 


j placed one above the other until that 


preat purifier and drier of the universe, 
old Sol, makes his appearance. 


The fruit requires from three to seven 


days to dry. At the end of this time men 
£0 out into the orchard with what are 
called "sweat bo\cs" and scrape from the 
trays all the fruit intn thppo boxes, iu 
which it is left until fully dr'ed. Finally 
it is hauled to the storehouses and piled 
v.p in heaps, perhaps ten feet high, await- 
ing the eye of the critical buyer.—Pear- 
son's.

He put his hand affectionately on tha 
managing editor's shoulder and said: 


"Amos, you have my permission to 


throw out advertisements to make room 
for the news whenever in your opinion 
It is necessary. 
We are- pablishing a 


newspaper, not an advertising poster."

made in the presses, so that two or more 
pages could be added to the paper at the 
last moment, if necessary.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

A BOTTOMLESS PIT, 


One of the Curiosities of the Majestic 
, 


Palisades. 
i 


Hundreds of thousands of New Yorkers ! 


gaze at the Palisades, on the New Jersey , 
eide of the Hudson, every day, but not ' 
one in 10,000 knows there is over there a , 
bottomless pit, as great a curiosity in its j 
way as is tne caldron in 'he Devil's lake | 
region of California. 
It is situated in , 


West New York, about three miles north 
of Hoboken, on the summit of the Pali- 
sades. At this point the top of the ridge 
is 227 feot above the level of the Hudson 
river at its base. 


This pit apparently ends in water 


which rises and falls with the tides in the 
Hudson, but the attempts of the authori- 
ties as well as of private individuals to 
fill it up have proved futile. It is still 
there, and the trees, rock and earth that 
have been dumped into it have disappear- 
ed as if into the bowels of the earth. 
Soundings have been made, but no stable 
bottom has been fonnd. 


The West New York authorities sever- 


al years ago thought they had succeeded 
in finding a bottom. They had thrown 
into the water a largo quantity of tree 
tops and upon these had heaped a pile of 
etone. This sank to a certain depth and 
then appeared to be stationary. On top 
of this were deposited hundreds of cart- 
loads of earth, with logs crosswise, thus 
making a roadway over which trucks and 
.vehicles passed. 


The next morning, however, there 


wasn't a trace of the filling. The water 
at the bottom of the pit was as clear as 
before. The surface of the lake covers 
about half an acre, but there has never 
been a fish hauled from its depths. 


It stood in the way of the West Shore 


railroad when it was about to be bnilt in 
18SO. The road intended to ran its tun- 
nel from the Wechuwken terminal to the 
opposite side of the Palisades at New 
Durham, directly over this pit; but after 
the right of wny had been bought the 
company had tc. nbandon the route and go 
about 1,000 feet to the south.—New York 
Herald.

| cnrred Darloir tlte K**uica-I**iiBBt»i» 


Wftv—8l»d.ne«B May Seise Even the 
tfoat Hardened. Trcopl. 


! It is a peculiar circumstance that hard- 
ened and trained troops will go through a 
long fight surrounded by all the horrors 
that are inseparable from war without 
flinching and with the atnjost apparent 
callousness, and the same men will be 
struck terrified by a single trifling inci- 
dent. 


Every war of tiny importance, particu- 


larly wars between civilized nations, is 


| proiilk- m incidents of trivial character in 
1 tkumsiclves, but BO unusual and unnatural 


that they appeal to the natural instinctive 
horror of men more suddenly and intense- 
ly than perhaps the main terrors of days 
of carnage and surrounding seas of suf- 
fering. Such an incident is the one, for 
example, which occurred at the battle of 
Worth, la the early days of the Franco- 
Prussian war. 


In the heat of the great battle a wing 


of tho Prussian army was charged by the 
regiments of French cuirassiers in the 
hope of turning the wing and facilitating 
the falling' back of the French infantry. 
But the cuirassiers were driven back by 
the unflinching Prussians. 
Again the 


cuirassiers charged, and again they wore 
driven back by the withering fire of shot 
and shell. 


For a third time they came down again, 


and as the enemy waited for them to 
draw nearer a horrible, blood freezing ter- 
ror seized the Prussians, and for the mo- 
ment it looked as if they would turn and 
fly or be cut down without defending 
themselves. But In a moment they had 
pulled themselves together and beaten 
back for the third and last time the gal- 
lant cuirassiers. 


The sight that terrified the Prussians 


appears nothing very much in black and 
white. It was a regiment of cuirassiers 
led at a dashing rate toward them by a 
headless officer sitting upright in his sad- 
dle and apparently encouraging on his 
men. It was no less a person that Fut- 
eum de Lascarre of the Third regiment of 
cuirassiers, whose head had been carried 
completely oS his shoulders as the troop 
broke into the third desperate charge by 
a cannon ball, which also took off an- 
other officer's hand and cut the* bugler in 
two. 
i 


It is remarkable and singular that at 


th& battle of Forbach, which took place 
the sarrie day aa Worth, a very similar 
incident occurred and did more to shake 
the nerves of the Germans than hours of 
roaring cannon and fighting had done. 


While a regiment of Prussian infantry 


wpre standing1 in reserve watching the 
fight as well as they could from their po- 
sition of shelter a charger belonging to a 
French dragoon regiment, one which waa 
practically destroyed in the battle, gal- 
loped right into the midst of the men who 
rushed to arrest it and immediately fell 
back in elarm, for swinging to the bridle 
,was the whole-left arm of the charger's 
rider, the fingers of tho hand firmly 
grasping the reins. The arm appeared to 
have been severed a few inches below the 
shoulder and was certainly that of an offi- 
cer, but who the officer was has never 
been satisfactorily established. 
1 So moved were the hardened men of 
battle at the horrible sight that no OCB 
would touch the horse, and the animal 
was allov.-ed to gallop off, to be killed a 
few fflip.utfis later in crossiag before 
some Prussian guns. Thrilling as the in- 
cident was. many of the brave fellows j 
who witnessed it declared that their first, j 
almost irresistible, impulse was to throw | 
down their arms and bolt. Yet it was ' 
with the help of just such men that Geis- • 
eral von Goben routed the French that j 
memorable day in August, 1870. 


It is a well known fact that the finest I 


and bravest troops the world can produce ' 
have no immunity from that strange and 
mysterious madness known to military 
history as "war panic." A heavy war, 
frequent sanguinary engagements, night 
marches and surprises sometimes play [ 
havoc with soldiers' nervous systems and 
render them more like high spirited colts 
than men who have taken the field pre- 
pared to suffer immeasurable horrors and 
take death cheerfully. 
If During the peninsular war two British 
*egimentfs, tiie very pick of the army and 
seasoned\veterans, were marching along 
in good order when a rumor ran down 
the lines that the enemy was at hand. 
The next moment the line of orderly sol- ' 
diers was changed into an elongated mob 
of armed men throwing away arms, bag- 
gage and all they carried, running away 
Sn every direction, blind terror in their 
hearts, their faces blanched and their 
ears denf to the thundered commands of 
their officers. 
. For the moment they knew but one 
sentiment, one emotion, a sudden, pas- i 
donate, blind terror, and they fled with- | 
out thinking whether they were running ' 
into the arms of the thing they dreaded 
or not. It was a terror that was mad- 
Bess, and only its madness redeems it , 
from dishonor. If anything were neces- j 
eary to demonstrate the unnaturalness of | 
the panic it would be done by the grand I 
fact that the moment it became known j 
that the enemy was really at hand the i 
men instantly fell in and showed the ut- 
most eagerness to attack. 


Such "war pani<>" are mysteries. Even 


the most experienced military officer cun- 
not satisfactorily explain them. There is 
something,, so unnaturally—almost uncan- 
nily—unreasonable about them 
which 


eliminates any dishonor, and it is partic- 
ularly remarkable that "war panics" have 
mostly occurred among regiments whose 
fearlessness and prowess have made the 
hearts o£ their countrymen heave with 
pride.

tuned harmonica which is used as a 
guide, the work being done with a file and 
a knife, with which the several tongues 
are scraped or filed or cut in whatever 
degree may be required to bring them 
into tune. 


Harmonicas are sold at all sorts of 


prices, from 5 cents to $3 or $4. 
At 


prices above 50 cents the harmonica ia 
likely to be double. Double harmonicas 
of larger size and more elaborate finish 
range in price up to $1.50. 


Harmonicas with more than two sides 


begin with the three sided ones at about 
§1.25 and run from that up in price, ac-

The harmonica is commonly deem- 
ed a toy and is chiefly sold and used as 
such, but good music can be got out of a 
good harmonica, and it is more or less 
used as a musical instrument and played 
vrith ether instruments or as an accompa- 
niment to the human voice. A stringed 
Instrument could, of course, be tuned to 
play with a harmonica of any key, but 
that harmonica might not do to accom- 
pany other music written perhaps in a 
different key and played upon a piano and 
not 'easily transposed. 
Such and other 


requirements, as of the voice, are met by 
the harmonica that can be played in sev- 
eral keys, and the putting up together in 
a box of four single harmonicas of as 
many keys is with the same purpose in 
view. 


Of odd harmonicas other than those 


that are standard and familiar there is 
one kind with a tremolo attachment by 
means of which a tremolo effect may be 
given to the notes. There is another kind 
of harmonica made with gong bells at- 
tached that can be manipulated by the 
player. 


Of harmonica holders, designed to bold 


the harmonica to a player's lips while he 
is using his hands to play another instru- 
ment at the same time, which would be, 
most commonly, a guitar, there are at 
least three kinds. One is an adjustable 
holder that goes around and rests on the 
shoulders, the others being in one way 
another attached to and supported upon 
the player's clothing. And there are also 
made harmonica pouches, of leather and 
of chamois skin, and in various sizes and 
having at their opening end framed jaws 
that snap together as those of pouch 
pocketbooks do, in which, harmonicas 
may he carried.—Xew York Sun,

Tragedy at Home of R. L, 
Fosburg, the Contractor, 
in Pittsfield, Early Today 


PITTSFIELD POLICE HAVE 19 


MEN UNDER ARREST 


City Surrounded By Armed Men, and 


Murderers Believed to Be In City. 


Police Do Not Think They 


Have Right Men Yet. 


Mlsa May Fosburg, daughter of E. 


L. Fosburg, the contractor on the 
Stanley works of Pittsfield. was shot 
and instantly killed by a burglar at 1.30 
o'clock this morning, in her father's 
house 'on Burbank street m Pittsflsld. 


The burglary was committed by three 


men. Tlte Pittsfield police now have 


19 men under arrest, all on suspicion, 
but do not think they yet have the 
right parties. From 2.30 o'clock on till 
daylight this morning the city of Pitts- 
field was surrounded by armed men, 
and no suspicious person was allowed 
to pass the lines. The city will again 
be surrounded tonight. The police do 
not think the men have escaped from 
the city, and are confident of getting 
them by tomorrow a<t the latest. 


Miss Fosburg lived in this city and 


Adams last summer,, while her father 
was engaged in putting up the Berk- 
shire mill number 4 in Adams and is 
well known, here. The news of the 
tragedy shocked the entire community 
here, and details; of it were eagerly 
sought. 


A younger sister -at the murdered 


girl. Miss Esther Fosburg, was visit- 
ing at the home of A. B. Daniels in 
Adams when, the news of the murder 
came, and left for Pitfcsfieid at once.

and rushing down stairs, escaped that 
way. 


pursuU of the murderer 


The alarm was at once given, and 


the police were soon 
on hand. The 


nien were traced out toward the Bene- 
dict road, and there the trace of them 
was lost. At 2.45 the police ordered a 
fire alarm turned in from a box at the 
center of the city to arouse the town 
so that volunteers for the cha»e could 
be secured. 


Within a few moments the city was 


fully aroused, and hundreds of men 
were soon joining the police in sur- 
rounding the place where the men 
were supposed to be located. 


The rnsn were traced by one foot 


print which showed that the man had 
lost one shoe. A patent leather shoe 
found in IIP hall of the house was 
evidently either taken off or lost by 
one of the burglars. 


On the Benedict road a3so were found 


stockings, pillow cases and a pair of 
trousers, ell of which were taken from 
the houses. A light brown derby hat 
was also fmind, showing that the men 
had fi<?d in. such haste that they took 
no thcxiprht of covering their tracks. 
The footprints some of the way led 
to the belief that the men, had had all 
drawn their stockings over their |hoes 
in a vain attempt to deceive their pur- 
suers.

Accordingly by noon today 19 men had 
been arrested and placed in the police 
station.

Chiftf 'of Police Nicholson is con- 
fident that the men. did not have tlmo 
to escaps from the city and believes 
that they will be captured within a few 
hourj. 


At one time this morning several 


men were surrounded In a swaanp, and 
for a tlme it was believed that they 
wore sur°ly the ones wh'o were wanted. 
The pursues finaJJy closed id on 'them 
and captured them. They were not be- 
llevea, however, to be the murderers 


The murderers are not thought to be 


armed, as two revolvers were left In 
the house from the struggle and thf 
third man used a sand bag instead of 
a revolver, as he would have don« if 
he had had one. 


Local nien la Pursuit 


John Beron 'of this city, who works' 


at Howard's barber shop in the Wilson 
house, WPS in Pittsfield at the time 
and took part in the hunt for the men. 
Pierson's hardware store was opened 
arid guns, revolvers and ammunition 
were dealt out freely until th& stock 
was exhausted. George L. Parker of 
this city was in Pittsfleld, and both he 
and Mr. Beron say they never saw 
such an excited' community before. 


Local Police Notified 


The police of this city were notified 


'of tlif- murder by 3 o'clock this morn*- 
ing and orders were sent out to all the 
officers in the city to be on the lookaut 
for three rren of suspicious character. 
Similar notices were sent to all th', 
cities in this part of the state and in 
New York state. 


Not a \-fiy good descrlptionl 'of the 


men was obtained. Miss Beatrice, tho 
younger sister of the murdered girl, 
turned on .he electric lights in the- 
h'ouse when she- was aroused, so that 
the last p.-^rt of the struggle was in 
the light frum the hall. But in the ex- 
citement of the struggle, neither Mr. 
Fosburg nor his son noticed the men to 
give a ciescription of them. 


The younger Mr. Fosburg, who had 


the closest hand to hand conflict, says 
tlmt when his hand passed over ths 
head of has assailant the hair was short 
and hu thought curly. This led to the 
belief that the man waa a negro, ana 
tne police believe that this is probably 
true. 


Motive wa« Bobbery 


There te no doubt that the purpose of 


the intruders was burglary. The house 
had been partially ransacked before 
the murder was committed. The re- 
volver with which Miss Fosburg was 
shot was taker, from a, bureau in a 
room on ttie thir/d, story, from which 
i oom aJso the pillow cases with which 
the burglars m&%ked themselves were 
taJcenv 


Sc far as could be Jearn.ed, nothing 


else w-as ta,ken from thehousei as the 
burglars were evidently just coming 
down stairs to go through the house. 


ial*» Foslmr/i Known Here 


Miss Fosburg had many friends in 


this city and Adams, having lived here 
when her father was 
building the 


Berkshire mill number 4. This was 
last summer, and the family for some 
time made their home at the Wilson 
house in this city. Miss Fosburg did 
not go into society' to any large extent 
here, but made a number of friends,: 
and had a large number of acquaint- 
ances. 


Later in the 
summer the family 


moved to Adams, 'where they lived at 
the home of Mrs. Z. I. Wood on Ma?le 
street. There they entertained more 
or less, and were well known in the 
town, 


Miss Esther Fo&burg has been visit- 


ing Miss Bessie Daniels, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Daniels, and was 
to have gone home this morning. Word 
came of the murder early this morning 
and A. B. Daniels accompanied Miss 
FoEburg to her home, breaking the 
news to, her on the train.
